NO TERMS WITH OROZCO

Madero Denies Any Treating With
Insurrecto for Peace.

HUERTA MEETS NO OPPOSITION

Federal Commander Proceeding
Slowly.Foreigners Fleeing

From Chihuahua.

The Mexican rebels have scored another
victory south of Torreon. Reports to the
State Department to«lay declared that
after si hard fight the insurrectos cap¬
tured the town of San Miguel del Mez-
quital, Zacetecas, just across the line
from Durango. The town was completely
sacked. Dr. William White, concerning
\\ horn Inquiry had been made, is reported
by Consul Letcher to be well and safe
at Chihuahua, while Thomas White is
at El Paso. Tex.
Local representatives of President Ma¬

dero have received a telegram from the
president's secretary, J. Sanchez Azcona.
at Mexico City, denying that the Madero
administration was dealing in any way
with Gen. Aroz<-o for terms.

"Please deny in the most emphatic
manner." read the Azcona message,
"rumors circulated in the I'nited States
that President Madero has directly or in¬
directly treated in any manner with
t >roaeo or the revolutionists for peace or
anv terms. Orozco is lost and the gov¬
ernment of Madero will never treat with
him."

Troops' Clash Fatal.
TORREON, Mexico, June 3..A clash

growing out of jealousies between the
regular troops and volunteers resulted
yesterday in tlie killing of two men and
t!»e wounding of five others.
The demand of Gen. Campa, the rebel

commander, for the surrender of Torreon
and Lerdo i.s looked upon as a bluff. The
inhabitants exhibited indifference toward
the threat. The usual Sunday night con¬
cert was held.
Gen. Huerta is proceeding slowly and

meeting with no resistance.
MEXKX) CITY, June 3..News has been

received here of the murder of Hugo Beel.
a German, at San Miguel, Durango prov¬
ince, Mexico. At the request of the Ger¬
man legation the Mexican government
has dispatched rurales to the scene Of
the crime to rescue Heel's family and
punish his murderers.

Foreigners Flee Chihuahua.
CHIHPAHUA. Mexico. June 3..Out of'

a normal foreign population of at least
this city contains exactly 106 for¬

eign residents today. Of the 1,000 Ameri¬
cans who ordinarily live here only thity-
five men and twelve women remain. An
official census issued today shows that
fear of an attack on the rebel city by the ¦

advancing federals has practically de- jpopulated the town.
Thirty thousand people inhabit Chihua-

hua in time of peace, but today less than
20.U0O are here, and the exodus is daily
growing larger.
Besides the Americans there are

twenty-six British subjects and thirty-
three Uermans. Though an attack by
the main federal column under Gen.
Huerta is believed to be several days
off. the possibility of a flank movement
by Gens. Villa and Rabago, who are
reported coming from I'arral, south¬
east of Chihuahua, with cavalry, has
alarmed the population.

Plan Stand at Bachimba.
Present plans of the rebel leaders

call for a stand at Bachimba, forty-
six miles south of lure, in the moun¬

tain passes along the Mexican Central
railroad.

It i.s believed that tiie government
troops will not be able for some time
to reconstruct the' burned bridges to
transport their artillery, and the rebels
hop>- through the -lull to get enough
ammunition to give the federal forces
a battle at Bachimba.
There is little ammunition in the

rebel army today.not enough at any
time for a big engagement.but the
rebel leaders claim they are getting
supplies rapidly and will be well
equipped when the fighting is resume^
at Bachimba.

We have killed as |
many as 30,000 liies out here in a single
day. and by the end of June we will have1
at least .'JOO.OW registered with Dr. Mur¬
ray at the District health office. If June
is a warm month, with little rain, we!
will have twice that number. We want j
some competition. We would like to
have classes in any of the public schools'
work against us, or the boys and girls in
various neighborhoods. We are not par¬
ticular and only ask that clubs follow
the rules of the contest as run by The
Star."

All Not Over Sixteen Eligible.
In The Star contest any boy or girl

not over sixteen years of ase is eligible,
and sticky fly paper is the only method
of killing the insects that is barred.
The Home School Club is organized on

a business basis and started work Sat¬
urday. As it was a holiday the boys and
girls had much time to give to the kill-
inn of flies and started the month with a

large number recorded.
Raymond O'Meara has been elected

treasurer of the club and the Sl.'i won by
Burdette in the May contest will be tile
iirst deposit to the account of the or¬
ganization. All business will be con¬
ducted by the children alone. Already
the treasurer has bought nearly $5 worth
of wire screen to make swatters. As
The Star prize will not he paid over to
Burdette until tomorrow, the club had to
ask for credit, which it readily received
as a Georgetown merchant thought that
any organization that demolished hun¬
dreds of thousands of flies in a month
was businesslike enough to have small
credit extended to it.

Swatters Have "Eats."

To Speak in Own Defense.

Kenyon of Iowa and others are expected
to speake against Mr. Lorimer and many
will speak for him. Senator Lorimer will
be in his seat and expects to speak in his
own defense.
Senator Lorimer arrived here today

from Chicago. He declined to answer di¬
rectly when asked if he had any inten¬
tion of resigning, and when asked about
the reported poll of the Senate, which is
said to be against him. replied be knew
nothing of it. The senator refused tc
discuss his plans further than to say he
expected to speak in his defense.

Polls Unfavorable to Him.
Recent polls taken in the Senate on the

Lorimer case have not tended to show
that the "blonde boss" is gaining, and it
now appears that lie wil not get more

than forty votes. A majority of the Sen¬
ate, with its ninety-five sitting members,
is forty-eight; and therefore the Illinois

senator will fall far short of the neces¬
sary majority to insure his remaining
The latest poll indicates the standing of

senators as follows:

For Lorimer, ."57 in all.25 republicans

and 12 democrats.
This leaves two senators doubtful, and

does not count Senator Lorimer's vote.

FIGHT OVER COMMITTEES

Opposing Forces Seek to Win the
Cleveland Delegation.

MAY POSTPONE NOMINATIONS

Uncertain Whether a Ticket Shall
Be Named Now or After the

Chicago Convention.

COLUMBUS. Ohio, June 3..Special
trains and traction car? this morning be¬
gan pouring delegates and politicians in¬
to Columbus, while delegates and officials
already on the job were busy making the
final preparations for the opening of the
republican state convention at 4 o'clock
this afternoon in Memorial Hall. Numer¬
ous conferences were in progress during
the morning between the Taft and Roose¬
velt managers and the various delega¬
tions. Each of the twenty-one district
delegations will begin active work at
2:30 this afternoon, when they will meet
in the various offices in the statehouse
to select one member for each of the
following committees: Credentials, rules,
permanent organization, resolutions and
the state central committee.
Chairman Walter F. Brown of the state

central committee, and Roosevelt mana¬
ger. will open the convention at 4 o'clock.
Following a short address, he will intro¬
duce United States Senator Theodore E.
Burton, the temporary chairman, who
will deliver the keynote speech.
There was much speculation this morn¬

ing as to the text of Senator Burton's
speech. Many of the delegates declared
that Burton would give President Taft a
strong indorsement, while Roosevelt sup¬
porters declared his speech would be
neutral.

Only a Short Session.
The convention will adjourn immediate¬

ly after the temporary organization to
allow the committees to meet. The com¬
mittees will report early tomorrow morn¬
ing or tonight, dependent upon the time
set for a second meeting.
One of the big questions before the con¬

vention is whether a state ticket shall
be selected at this time or whether the
convention shall select only the six dele¬
gates to the national convention, and
then recess until after the Chicago con¬
vention to select a state ticket. Either
p!an can be followed under the provisions
of the call issued by the state central
committee.

Fight Over Committee Control.
In the district fight, which will be

settled this afternoon, Taft supporters
claim control of the first, second,
third, fourth, sixth, seventh, fifteenth,
sixteenth, seventeenth, twentieth and
twenty-first. This would give them a

bare majority of the new state cen¬
tral committee and committees on cre¬
dentials, resolutions and organization.
Walter Brown, Roosevelt manager,
however, does not admit that the Taft
people will control these districts. The
uninstructed Cleveland delegation of
lifty-three is the prize for which both
groups are now struggling.
Former Representative Ralph D. Cole

of Findlay, who has been a Taft work-
er, has announced the withdrawal of
his candidacy for the nomination for
the new congressman-at-large. This
leaves E. L. Lampson of Ashtabula,
Frank W. Woods of Medina, delegates
to the constitutional convention; C. F.
Galbreath, secretary of the conven-
tion, and Robert P. Scott of Cadiz as
contenders.

PREDICT SUCCESS OF COX
Friends of Dayton Represent¬

ative Expect His Nomina¬
tion for Governor.

TOLEDO, Ohio, June 3..Claiming 600
of the 95J delegates to the democratic
state convention which meets tomorrow,
friends of Representative James M. Cox
of Dayton, leading gubernatorial candi¬
date, predict his nomination on the first
ballot. The national issues that may be
placed in the platform include the in¬
dorsement of the income tax amendment,
direct election of senators, railway rate
regulation and further parcels post legis¬
lation. Representative Cox expects that
the convention will indorse the demo¬
cratic Congress.
State Insurance Commissioner Ed H.

Moore, who is looking after Gov. Har¬
mon's interests, today claimed votes
for the adoption of the unit rule, which
will send the entire Ohio delegation to
the Baltimore convention Instructed for
Gov. Harmon.
Some talk lias developed among the

politicians and delegates who are already
here that the convention may make no
nominations for judge of the supreme
court, but allow their selection by non¬
partisan direct petitions.
A plan to choose twelve delegates at

large to the national convention, each
credited with half a vote, instead of six
delegates at large, is being discussed.
This is urged for the purpose of allowing
a division of the vote in districts where
Harmon won the preferential vote, but
/here a Wilson district delegate wan

elected.
Men prominently mentioned, today for

delegates at large include Senator Atlee
Pomerene, ex-Gov. James E. Campbell,
Lieut. Gov. Husrh Nichols, Representative
Henry Goeke, Waponeka: Alfred Cohen,
Cincinnati; John Weld Peck, Cincinnati;
Representative Timothy T. Ansberry, De¬
fiance; M. A. Dougherty, Lancaster. Any
six of these, it is said, would be satisfac¬
tory to Gov. Harmon.

WILD ENGINE WRECKS TRAIN.

Passengers on Seaboard Escape, Bat
Engineer Is Killed.

RALEIGH, N. C., June 3..A runaway
locomotive which stole out of the sta¬
tion here during the night ran eight
miles northward and crashed into a

southbound Seaboard Air Line passenger
train bound from New York to New Or¬
leans, Instantly killing Engineer W. El
Kirkwood.
The passenger train was running slow¬

ly up grade when the wild engine, mak¬
ing fast time, dashed Into it. Both loco¬
motives were demolished and the bag¬
gage car was telescoped. Fireman Jef-
fie saved his life by jumping, although he
was hurt. C. Hudgins, express messenger,
was slightly hurt.

fliarles D. Hilles. secretary to the

President, is expected, although the time
of his arrival is not now known.
Ormaby Mcliars, who in to represent

the Roosevelt men In the contested dele¬
gations, also arrived with a batch of
briefs to l>e submitted to the committer
in the hearings.

Roosevelt Men Not Aiding Howell.
The claim of R. H. Howell, elected re¬

publican national committeeman from
Nebraska, that he should be seated In
place of Victor Rosewater. the present
committeeman from Nebraska, continues
to be the main topic of conversation
among the politicians.
Mr. McHarg and otiier Roosevelt lend¬

ers said that they were taking no part in
.tjie'lioweli coiUruvassy. Members mi the - -

national committee who are allied with
the Taft forces intimated that the claim
of the Nebraska man would be quickly
settled by the committee when It was
formally presented Thursday. They took
the view that as the national committee
is not organized by statute the election
of a committeeman by state primary or

by other means would not ne<«ssltate the
sotting aside of the precedent* and
change the membership before the com¬
pletion of the convention.
Harry 8. New. chairman of the sub-

i-ommlttee on arrangement®. Intimated *

that he believed the national committee
would not seat Mr. Howell or any other
committeeman-elect until after the ad¬
journment of the convention. He also ex¬
pressed the opinion that the national
committee would approve of the selec¬
tion of Senator Root a* temporary chair¬
man, and indorse the plan adopted for
the distribution of convention tickets.

Statement of Howell's Claim.
Mr. Howell arrived yesterday aimed

with a certificate signed by <Jov. Aid rich
of Nebraska and the secretary of state,
auditor, treasurer and attorney general
of the state setting forth that he was
regularly elected to the office April 19,
1912.
Mr. Howell, after conferring with Sec¬

retary Sims of the national Roosevelt
committee, issued the following state¬
ment: .

"I have heretofore made a# public
statement as to my lntentionsVni the mat¬
ter of claiming a seat in republican
national committee when tnat body meets
next Thursday to consider the claims of
contesting delegations However, some
time ago I did communicate my views
the managers of the Roosevelt campaign
respecting my rights to immediate recog¬
nition as the national committeeman frtnn
my state.
'There Is no doubt that I am, under th«

laws of my state, the only person enti¬
tled to act as national committeeman. I
have a certificate of election Issued by
Nebraska's secretary of state, and I

have qualified to assume my duties as

national committeeman as provided by
law.
"As to whether I will be allowed to per¬

form the functions of the office will de¬

pend solely upon whether the national
committee, when I present my creden¬

tials. will recognize the primary laws of
the state of Nebraska.
"As 1 understand It, the national com¬

mittee has already adopted a rule recog¬
nizing such laws of the various states."

Roosevelt's Success the Only Aim.

Alexander H. Revell. head of the

Illinois Roosevelt League, arrived from
the Oyster Bay conference. He said
that the general Roosevelt committee
was appointed to watch the progress
of affairs, and declined to discuss the

question of the temporary chairman¬

ship. which has been proffered to Sen¬

ator Kllhu Root by the subcommittee
on arrangements.
"The great thing which we are work¬

ing for." said Mr. Revell, "is the
nomination of Theodore Roosevelt. We
shall stick to that great idea and pay
little attention to non-essentials."

Lyon Expresses' Confidence.
Col. Cecil Lyon, national committee¬
man from TexaB. arrived with the
claim of the Texas Roosevelt delega¬
tions for seats In the convention, and
confidently asserted that the national
committee would uphold his conten¬
tions.
